Thousands of flush-faced runners— some glis- 
tening, others dripping with sweat— took to the 
downtown streets on the warmest day the Chi- 
cago area has seen this year. 

The springlike temperatures and beaming sun 
Sunday drew a record 32,427 participants for the 
32nd annual Shamrock Shuffle, an 8 -kilometer 
(about 5-mile) race sponsored by Bank of Amer- 
ica. 

The warm, sunny and humid weather was a 
departure from the cold, wet conditions runners 
have seen in the past several years. This year’s race 
was held later than in years past. 

Chato Prado, 36, of Chicago, had one word to 
describe the race that took rxmners from Grant 
Park, through Streeterville, the Loop and the 
South Loop: Hot. 

“We were so used to the last ... years being cold,” 


said Prado, who was running the race for the ninth 
time. The heat “affects you a little.” 

Prado, along with other runners, said the warm 
temperatures slowed them down, especially be- 
cause they hadn’t been training in such high tem- 
peratures. 

“I hope next year the temperatures are up two 
weeks sooner,” Prado said. 

Simon Bairu, a Canadian long-distance runner 
who holds the national record and led the men in 
the shuffle, also felt the heat, writing on Twitter: 
“It was hot 4 a race.” 

He was joined in the lead by Kendallville, Ind., 
native and U.S. Olympic distance runner Amy 
Yoder Begley 33, who crossed the finish line in 
26 minutes, 50 seconds. Bairu, 27, finished in 
23:38. 

For the last three years, runners have faced 
colder temperatures, rain and even snow. This 


year’s race day was the warmest since 2008, orga- 
nizers said. Temperatures reached into the high 
70s by noon, making it the warmest day so far 
this year, National 'father Service meteorologist 
David Beachler said. 'The humidity and the sun 
beating down on the pavement made it feel even 
warmer, he added. 

Despite the warm temperatures, organizers 
said there were no heat-related injuries. 

“TTiis is just as hot as it can get without hurting 
people,” said Tiffany Cole, 29, of Chicago, who 
ran the Shamrock Shuffle for the first time. 

As for the runners, who sipped water and ate 
bananas after the race, the weather may have been 
tougher to run in, but it was nice for locals ready 
to get outside. 

“It’s the perfect spring day’^ said Dennis Ma- 
tousek, 41, of West Chicago. “It’s a great way to 
kick off a great running season,”

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THE SECRET TO VIRAL SUCCESS ONLINE? IFS COMPLICATED

You either have it or you don’t. 

That’s why Rebecca Black’s “Friday” video has 95 million page 
views. And it’s why thousands of other videos from like-minded 
teeny-bopper singers, well, don’t. 

For something to be a hit, it just has have that certain some- 
thing. 

From clips of a baby laughing hysterically at tearing paper to a 
boffo middle school talent show performance by a pint-size kid, 
videos are some of the most commonly shared things on social 
networks such as Facebook and Twitter. 

But how do you make that magic? 

“Everybody wants every single video to be a viral video, but 
there is no way to really predict it, because the whole point of viral 
is that it’s organic,” said Chris Farah, 34, an L. A. -based writer and 
director of feature-length films and short Web clips. 

Farah is a frequent contributor to one of the Web’s most consis- 
tent viral video machines: funnyordie.com. The site is known for 
its hilarious— and often self-deprecating— celebrity cameos from 
the likes of Will Ferrell (one of the site’s original creators), Zach 
Galifianakis, Lindsay Lohan and Natalie Portman. 

Farah’s brother Mike, 32, is the site’s chief producer, overseeing 
a staff of about 20 writers and filmmakers who create as many as 
30 original videos a month. 

The site, which also allows users to upload homemade videos, 
is a frequent stop for A-listers who want to build viral buzz ahead 
of a new project. 

‘All of this is such real currency to studios in the selling of TV 
and movies,” Mike Farah said. 

The Michigan natives teamed up on a video posted recently af- 
ter it was ripped from the headlines in Detroit. 

Farah had been sent a link to a Detroit Free Press story about 
the social media-fueled effort to erect a Detroit statue of Robo- 
Cop— the fictional crime-fighting cyborg from the 1987 cult clas- 




SIC movie. 


“We should do something about this. This is an amazing thing,” 
he recalls telling his brother. 

His brother was friendly with the agent of Peter Weller, who 
played the deceased Detroit police officer who came back as Ro- 
boCop to save the city Weller eagerly agreed to spoof the story in 
a short Web clip for Funny or Die. 

Just more than a week later, the 2-minute RoboCop spoof 
—written and directed by Chris and produced by Mike— was 
lighting up social network feeds. 

“To take advantage of news and try to make things viral, you 
almost have to be like a newspaper or publication that can move 
at the drop of a hat,” Farah said. 

The video shows Weller making a tongue-in-cheek plea for 
erecting the RoboCop statue, knocking Detroit Mayor Dave Bing 
for dismissing the idea on Twitter. 

The RoboCop clip has been seen more than 300,000 times on 
Funny or Die— an impressive tally given its regional bent. It’s one 
of the site’s top 25 most-watched videos of the month.

1. Keep it short 

Popular Web videos are often 3 minutes or shorter. “People online have 
a very short attention span,” Farah said. 

2. Make it relevant 

Topical and timely videos often are the most easily shared . Reacting 

to a buzzed-about news events-such as | Charlie Sheen s | we ll- docu 

mented recent media tour-can help give the video a hook that helps 
it spread. 

“Think strategically about what your idea is and what your entry 
point online is,” Farah said, reuters file photo 

3. Keep shooting 

Creating a video that is seen by millions is a bit like striking oil. The 
more holes you dig. the better. 

The first thing that you do is probably not going to become some 
huge viral sensation that 50 million people see. but that shouldn’t stop 
you from going out and making stuff” Farah said.

Lincoln Park Zoo equipment missing after break-in over the weekend

At least one burglar broke into the base- 
ment of the Lincoln Park Zoo’s Kovler 
Lion House over the weekend, stole zoo- 
keepers’ walkie-talkies and left a ladder in 
the moat of the zoo’s tiger enclosure over- 
night, officials said. 

The break-in at the zoo was reported 
after zookeepers came to open up the lion 
house about 7 a.m. Saturday at the zoo, 
2001 N. Clark St., said Sharon Dewar, a 


spokeswoman for the zoo. 

A window into the basement of the 
building was broken, a steel door from the 
basement into the moat of the tiger enclo- 
sure was forced open and a ladder was left 
in the tiger moat during the break-in, ac- 
cording to a police report. 

However, it did not appear that whoever 
broke in gained access to the secure areas 
where animals are housed at night, Dewar 
said. 


Whoever broke into the lion house 
found his or her way into offices and a lock- 
er room in the basement, rifled through 
zookeepers’ lockers and stole hand-held 
walkie-talkie style radios, according to 
police. 

Also taken was at least one can of pep- 
per spray Dewar said. 

Zoo officials were still assessing what 
was stolen, but the radios were worth 
about $3,500, Dewar said. 


Unions

Thousands of Illinois teachers, painters, 
carpenters and other public service work- 
ers filled Daley Plaza on Saturday, carrying 
signs and chanting “We are one” in a rally 
to show support for union employees in 
Wisconsin and other states where political 
leaders have proposed limiting collective 
bargaining rights. 

“This is no longer a state movement.

T^ng the rally to the April 4 anniversary 
of the assassination of Martin Luther King 
Jr., who was killed in 1968 while in Mem- 
phis to march with sanitation workers, 
speakers and protesters said working class 
people were again being deprived of civil 
rights. 

Wisconsin Gov Scott Walker’s measure 
has been put on hold by a judge who ruled 
that Republicans did not obey the state’s 
public meetings law when they used a par- 
liamentary maneuver in March to pass the 
law without Democrats present. 

In Chicago, Greg Daniel, a union paint- 
er for 33 years, rode on one of four buses 
from Peoria to join the rally He wore a red 
T-shirt that read “Wisconsin today Illinois 
tomorrow” 

“I’ll go anywhere in the country,” Daniel 
said. “I wouldn’t spend my Saturday doing 
anything else.”

A gunman’s deadly rampage through 
a shopping mall was met Sunday with dis- 
belief by residents of a quiet Dutch town 
who once thought such carnage could not 
happen in their country 

Dressed in camouflage pants and 
a bomber jacket, Tristan van der Vlis 
opened Are with an automatic weapon in 
a parking lot Saturday and walked calmly 
into Ridderhof mall, where he continued 
shooting. 

Six people died, including a 91-year-old 
woman and an 80 -year-old man. Seventeen 
were wounded, including two children. 


NO MOTIVE 

The gunman left a farewell letter, found 
by his mother, in which he mostly talked 
about his suicidal feelings. After ques- 
tioning members of Van der Vlis’ family, 
investigators had still found no motive 
for the attack Sunday. 

The 24-year-old gun club member then 
shot and killed himself 

“This is something you usually see in 
America, not in the Netherlands,” said 
local resident Martin van der Ploeg as he 
fixed his motorbike near the mall. 

The town of Alphen aan den Rijn, 29 


miles south of Amsterdam, lies between 
the university cities of Leiden and Utrecht 
and is close to the area of the Netherlands 
famous for growing tulips and other bulbs. 

“Dutch people consider themselves 
down-to-earth. We don’t have this sort of 
excess,” Van der Ploeg said. 

“This was my home, my sanctuary where 
I need to feel safe, and now that’s gone.” 

The shooting spree was the deadliest at- 
tack in the Netherlands since a Dutch na- 
tional drove his car into a crowd in 2009, 
killing seven people and himself in an ap- 
parent attempt to hit the queen in Apel- 
doorn, 55 miles east of Amsterdam.

President vows 
long-term plan 
to repair deficit 

□ WASHINGTON With one budget fight be- 
hind him. President Obama will offer a 
long-term plan for deficit reduction this week in 
preparation for bigger spending battles ahead, 
the White House said Sunday 

Senior White House adviser David Plouffe 
said Obama would explore savings in defense 
spending and the popular Medicare and Medic- 
aid health programs for the elderly and poor as 
he seeks ways to reduce the $1.4 trillion annual 
deficit. 

The plan, which officials said would be re- 
leased Wednesday, also will revisit the issue of 
tax increases for the wealthy and spell out spe- 
cific deficit-reduction targets and a timeline, 
Plouffe said. 

The move follows Friday night’s iith-hour 
spending deal between Obama, Senate Demo- 
crats and Republican leaders in the House of 
Representatives to avert a government shut- 
down with $38 billion in spending cuts for the 
rest of this fiscal year.

Cubs fume

BAT MEN 

This season, Sox hitters are warming up in a hurry 


If Sunday was an early— and likely brief— 
glimpse of summer in Chicago, then U.S. 
Cellular Field should be a rockin’ place. 

The ball was flying in the warm wind, and 
the White Sox bats took advantage in a 6-1 
victory over hapless Tampa Bay 

But that’s getting ahead of schedule. The 
important thing is the Sox have won in the 
cold and heat, in the drizzle and sun. They 
have played nine games and won six, which 
took them 17 games to do last April. 

“We have some good things going on right 
now,” Paul Konerko said. “We’re building 
some good habits as a team.

What to know before you attempt The Aviary

When The Violet Hour opened in Wicker Park in 2007, it gathered legions of speakeasy-ob- 
sessed fans with a fresh appreciation for craft cocktails. Now, Chicago’s cocktail scene is brac- 
ing for an even bigger boom as Grant Achatz and the Alinea team put their avant-garde spin on 
cocktails at The Aviary (955 W Fulton Market), the bar-less cocktail kitchen set to open next 
door to their new restaurant Next (953 W Fulton Market) in the West Loop. 

There’s no question thatThe Aviary will be shaking up cocktails unlike anywhere else in town, 
from a black truffle negroni to an old-fashioned served inside an egg-shaped globe of ice (pic- 
tured) to a Moscow mule reinterpreted as a ginger ice creation with a lemongrass swizzle stick. 
While we wait for the lounge’s opening date— likely this week— here’s what you need to know 


It’s going to be 
no reservations 

Unlike neighboring restaurant Next, which 
sells tickets for its dinners, The Aviary will 
be first come, first served. “We’re trying to 
figure out how not to make it a mob scene,” 
said Nick Kokonas, Achatz’s business part- 
ner in Alinea, Next and The Aviary. If you re- 
member the multi-hour waits at The Violet 
Hour back when it opened, we’re expect- 
ing even more interest here. The lounge 
has a small corridor where 10-15 people 
can stand and wait, but Kokonas says that 
in inclement weather, he expects to take 
cellphone numbers so people don’t have to 
wait outside (see “Where to wait”). Kokonas 
has received more than 20 email requests 
to rent out the entire bar but says he has no 
idea whether that will be possible or how 
much it would cost. 


There’s something brewing 
in the basement 

The New York Times Magazine recently 
wrote about the speakeasy-style basement 
bar below The Aviary, which Kokonas de- 
scribes as “the anti-Aviary.” It likely will open 
a few weeks after the main space opens, but 
as for who gets in and how, that’s still a ques- 
tion mark. “There’s going to be a food menu 
down there, which is really, really luxurious. 
So think foie gras terrines and caviar by the 
ounce and oysters and Kobe beef tartare 
and that sort of thing, and the drinks are 
all hand-done cocktails from tinctures and 
whatnot. It’s 100 percent the polar opposite 
[of The Aviary].” 


standing wiii be 
ascooi as sitting 

The Aviary will have 70 seats plus a stand- 
ing area near the cocktail kitchen for 16-18 
people to sip around bar-height tables. And 
get this: If you’re standing, you’ll order from 
a different menu than those sitting. “Some 
of the drinks really only work if you’re seat- 
ed and interacting with them. Our scotch 
service is pretty unique and it’s physically 
kind of large, so it just doesn’t work standing 
up,” Kokonas said. “And so we had [serve- 
ware designer] Martin [Kastner of Crucial 
Detail] craft some items that I kind of want 
to be a surprise, but let’s just say entire 
tabletops will come out with stuff all over 
them. So like the tabletop itself, we’ll drop 
something upon it that covers the entire 
tabletop. And it will be food- and beverage- 
related.” Sounds worth standing to us. 


Don’t ask for a liquor 
substitution 

One thing you won’t see on The Aviary’s 
cocktail menu is liquor brands. “[For] all of 
our cocktails, we’ve chosen the right spirit 
for the cocktail. There won’t be branding 
[on the menu] because essentially we don’t 
want people saying, ‘Oh, I only drink Ketel 
One as my vodka’ ... when we’ve already 
chosen something that goes well with the 
flavor profile of what we’re doing. So [the 
menu] will say simply ‘gin’ and then what- 
ever the flavor profiling is.” 


Cocktails won’t be as 
expensive as you might guess 

Most of The Aviary’s cocktails will range between 
$14 and $18. Considering some of the elaborate 
preparations (plus the fact we paid $18 for a mar- 
tini at Mastro’s the other day), that seems reason- 
able to us. More elaborate concoctions will cost 
more. “I think the most expensive cocktail is go- 
ing to be a black truffle negroni,” Kokonas said. 
“They’ve steeped the gin with black truffles. 

But that one’s an anomaly [pricewise].” 


They’ll continue to 
keep us guessing 

If there’s anything to be expected from 
The Aviary, it’s continual innovation. “I don’t 
think we’re going to open with our 
full salvo of arrows. I think that you want 
to keep a few in the quiver so that as time 
goes on, we introduce new things, 
just like Alinea,” Kokonas said.

1 A brisk three-block walk away 
is Meze Tapas Lounge 

(205 N. Peoria St.), where a pitcher 
of sangria can help you wash down 
a few satisfying small plates. 

2 Hike six blocks to Haymarket 
(737 W. Randolph St.) for some 
sports and brewed-on-site beers. 

3 Aberdeen Tap (440 N. 

Aberdeen St.) is about six blocks 
away. Fair warning: The temptation to 
fill up on the well-curated beer list and 
sweet potato tots may be intense. 

4 A five-block walk will bring you 
to Market (1113 W. Randolph St.), 
which is especially suited for warm- 
weather waiting thanks to its sidewalk 
cafe, beer garden and rooftop. 

5 Just a few blocks south, Maude’s 
Liquor Bar (840 W. Randolph 
St.) offers two floors for French-inspired 
eating and drinking. It can get plenty 
crowded, especially on weekend nights, 
so plan to arrive early unless you want to 
wait twice in one night.

Middleton was baptized) and the Old Boot Inn in Stanford Dingley (where she and 
William are said to have a pint while visiting her parents in nearby Bucklebury), 
City tours pass the ritzy Mahiki nightclub, St. James’s Palace (the residence of 
princes William and Harry), Garrard Jewelers and Westminster AbbeT: 

Here are the 
official residences in which the British royal family lives and entertains. They’re 
open to the public while family members are not in residence. 


ENGLAND 


Windsor 

Nearly 1,000 years ago, William 
the Conqueror selected the site of 
Windsor Castle. Since then, it has 
been inhabited, altered and refur- 
bished by successive monarchs 
and remains a working residence. 
By the 1740s. 26-acre Windsor 
Castle had become a tourist 
attraction. 

From October to March, visitors 
can see King George IV’s private 
apartments and during August 
and Sq^tember, the East Terrace 
isopen. Highlights include a visit 
to St. George’s Chapel— where the 
tombs of 10 sovereigns are located, 
including Henry VIII— and Queen 
Mary's Dolls’ House. A typical visit 
lasts two to three hours.

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The Tower of London 

(right), the construction of which began in the 11th cen- 
tury has been used as a fortress, royal palace and prison. 
Since 1303, it has been the home of the Crown Jewels of the 
United Kingdom, which have been on public display since 
1669. The tower is open to the public daily. 

Buckingliani Palace (far right) has been the primary 
residence of the British monarch since the accession of 
Queen Victoria in 1837. The state rooms, used for official and 
state entertaining, are open to the public each August and 
September The forecourt is used for the Changing of the 
Guard, which takes place every other day in winter months 
and daily during the summer. 

Kensington Palace, in Kensington Gardens, has been a 
residence of the royal family since the 17th century. Once 
the official home of Princess Diana, the palace was the 
boyhood home of William and Harry who went to local 
nursery and pre-preparatory schools in nearby Hotting Hill. 
State rooms with displays are open to the public daily.
